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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT, 

For  the  Eight  Months  Ending  September  30tli ,  1882. 


On  the  1st  of  February  1882,  at  the  request  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent  and  Directors,  I  assumed'  the  Office  of  Superintendent 
of  the  Boston  Industrial  Temporary  Home.  Entering 
upon  its  duties  without  any  previous  experience,  the  situation 
was  accepted  with  much  hesitancy,  but  looking  to  Him  “  who 
giveth  to  all  men  liberally  and  upbraideth  not,”  the  work 
was  begun. 

Aided  by  a  faithful  companion,  who  was  chosen  as  Matron, 
we  commenced  our  labors.  Some  of  the  results  will  appear  in 
this  report ;  many  will  never  be  known  until  the  work  is 
finished,  and  the  “  Well  done,  good  and  faithful,”  spoken. 

A  few  months  have  made  a  decided  difference  in  the  Home 
and  it  has  been  our  constant  aim  to  make  it  a  4  4  home  ”  not 
only  in  name  but  in  truth  ;  and  the  fact  carries  its  own  weight, 
that  some  who  came  to  us  for  temporary  work  and  shelter 
have,  after  procuring  permanent  situations,  requested  and 
obtained  permission  to  board  and  lodge  at  the  Home. 

So  far  as  outward  appearances  are  seen,  the  spiritual  work 
in  the  Home  has  not  been  crowned  with  that  success  which 
might  be  looked  for  ;  but  we  trust  the  wrord  spoken  in  weak¬ 
ness  may  be  brought  forth  in  power,  and  that  seed  sown  on 
what  appeared  to  be  stony  ground,  may  bring  forth  fruit  to 
the  honor  and  glory  of  God. 

The  reformatory  work  and  temporary  good  accomplished, 
has  been  of  a  more  satisfactory  nature ,  and  proves  that  work 
of  this  kind,  if  properly  attended  to,  can  be  made  a  success. 
During  the  past  eight  months,  many  have  been  rescued  from 
the  power  of  strong  drink  and  are  doing  well.  Quite  a 
number  of  worthy  women  living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Home 
have,  through  its  agency,  secured  sufficient  temporary  work 
to  enable  them  to  gain  a  living  for  themselves  and  families. 
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The  usual  services  on  Sunday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday 
evenings  are  having  a  fair  attendance,  the  average  being 
about  50.  The  thanks  of  the  management  are  due  Mr. 
Silliman  Blagden,  Evangelist,  Rev.  Edward  Edmunds,  Col. 

Lucius  B.  Marsh,  Dea.  Chas.  W.  Perkins,  Mr.  J.  A. 
McElwain  and  others,  who  have  conducted  the  Sunday  evening 

services  ;  also  to  Mrs.  Moore,  Mrs.  Saulsbury,  Mrs.  Marsh, 
Miss  Heard  and  Miss  N.  M.  Dempsey,  for  services  at  the 
organ. 

The  Boston  Women’s  Christian  Union  have  held  meetings 
every  Tuesday  evening,  and  much  good  has  been  done  by 
their  earnest  and  faithful  work. 

The  Gospel  Temperance  meetings  on  Wednesday  nights, 
have  been  carried  on  by  men  who  were  rescued  from  the 
power  of  strong  drink  and  other  vices  through  the  preaching 
of  the  Word  by  D.  L.  Moody  in  this  city,  at  the  Tabernacle. 
The  testimony  of  these  brethren  has  been  owned  and  blessed 
in  the  saving  of  many. 

The  Boston  Provident  Association,  through  Edward  Froth- 
ingham  Esq.,  General  Agent,  have,  in  all  worthy  cases,  given 
clothing,  boots  and  shoes,  and  such  apparel  as  has  been 
needed. 

About  1050  lbs.  mutton  has  been  given  by  Benjamin 
Johnson,  Esq.,  Nos.  1  &  3  Faneuil  Hall  Market.  Other  kind 
friends  have  contributed  many  articles  for  use  in  the  Home, 
a  list  of  which  will  be  given. 

Much  good  has  been  accomplished  in  this  Home ;  which 
we  believe  stands  second  to  none  in  the  Union  ;  and  although 
of  humble  origin,  has  been  copied  by  some  other  and  large 
cities.

SUPEREKTEIKDE^T’S  REPORT, 

For  the  Year  Ending  September  30tli ,  1883. 


The  Superintendent  has  much  pleasure  in  offering  to  the 
Board  of  Directors  and  the  community  his  second  report,  for 
the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1883. 

Our  “  Home,”  which  is  fast  taking  its  place  in  the  foremost 
ranks  of  our  Boston  charities,  was  founded  in  1877,  since 
which  time  it  has  sheltered  and  fed  thousands.  All  classes 
and  creeds  have  here  found  a  home  and  resting  place.  The 
stranger  coming  from  a  foreign  shore,  has  here  found 
“a  temporary  home”  and  starting  point.  The  inebriate 
struggling  against  temptation,  the  working  man  out  of  em¬ 
ployment,  the  sick  and  discouraged  needing  help  and  sympathy, 
have  alike  found  a  shelter  and  welcome  beneath  its  roof. 

The  year  just  closed  has  brought  many  changes,  and 
while  prosperity  has  crowned  our  efforts,  the  “Home”  has  lost 
a  bountiful  almoner  and  sincere  friend.  This  most  deeply 
regretted  circumstance  is  the  death  of  Jerome  G.  Kidder,  one 
oft  he  Board  of  Directors.  Becoming  acquainted  with  the 
object  and  workings  of  the  Home,  and  while  his  health  per- 
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mittted,  he  took  a  deep  interest  in  its  affairs.  After  an  illness 
of  a  few  months  he  was  called  hence,  and  subsequent  events 
proved  that  he  had  made  ample  provision  for  the  44  Home.” 
His  loss  has  been  felt  by  many,  and  we  believe  that  his 
prayers  and  his  alms  have  come  up  for  a  memorial  before 
God.  During  the  past  year,  26,776  meals  have  been  fur¬ 
nished,  and  16,849  beds  have  been  provided  for  the  hungry 
and  homeless,  between  six  and  seven  thousand  men  and  - 
women  have  heard  the  Gospel  message  through  the  preach¬ 
ing  at  the  44  Home,”  and  we  have  reason  to  know  that  the  seed 
sown  has  in  many  instances  been  productive  of  good. 

The  Gospel  Temperance  meetings,  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Women’s  Christian  Temperance  Union  (on  Tuesday 
evenings),  and  by  redeemed  men  on  Wednesdays,  have  been 
well  attended  :  many  have  signed  the  pledge,  and  evinced  a 
desire  to  turn  from  darkness  to  light.  The  aim  and  object 
for  which  the  Home  was  incorporated  is  being  fully  carried 
out,  and  we  are  constantly  assured  of  the  confidence  of  the 
charitable  institutions  in  Boston  and  vicinity.  During  the 
year,  Dr.  Jeffries,  who  stands  at  the  head  of  Philadelphia’s 
associated  charities,  has  visited  the  44  Home,”  and  expressed 
himself  surprised  and  delighted  at  the  amount  of  work  done 
and  good  accomplished  with  our  limited  means.  The  finan¬ 
cial  standing  and  business  capacity  of  the  4  4  Home  ”  have  been 
established  beyond  a  doubt,  and  have  proved  that  square 
dealing  and  diligence  in  business  will  bring  its  own  reward. 

Over  1200  different  persons,  male  and  female,  have  been 
in  the  44  Home  ”  during  the  past  year,  and  received  food  and 
shelter.  The  homes  are  open  for  inspection  every  day 
(Saturday  and  Sunday  excepted),  from  2  till  6  P.M.,  when 
we  shall  be  glad  to  show  and  explain  the  plan  and  working 
of  our  44  Home.” 

We  desire  to  thank  our  friends  for  their  patronage  in  the 
wood  and  coal'  trade ;  and  who  have  thus  enabled  us  to 
make  our  Institution  self-supporting,  so  far  as  the  running- 
expenses  are  concerned.  In  a  large  home  there  are  outlays 
for  construction  which  cannot  be  met  by  the  profit  made  on 
fuel,  and  in  order  to  meet  such,  we  shall  at  all  times  be  glad 
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to  receive  and  acknowledge  any  donations  from  those  who 
may  have  4 4  enough  and  to  spare.” 

The  public  are  warned  against  giving  money  or  clothing  to 
so-called  solicitors,  as  none  are  employed  by  the  44  Home.” 
Only  those  holding  office  are  authorized  to  receive  contribu¬ 
tions. 

We  make  an  earnest  appeal  to  the  public  for  cast-off 
clothing,  boots  and  shoes,  and  underwear.  We  can  supply 
all  who  come,  with  food  and  shelter ;  but  unless  we  are  helped 
in  this  matter  by  our  friends,  we  cannot  give  clothing  to  the 
great  number  who  come  to  us  in  a  destitute  condition. 

In  the  month  of  April,  the  house  No.  17  Davis  St.,  was 
leased  to  the  Directors  of  the  Appleton  Temporary  Home 
with  a  view  of  continuing  the  work  commenced  at  Needham. 
This  branch  of  the  work  has  been  slowly,  but  steadily, 
advancing,  and  only  needs  greater  accommodations  to  be  made 
a  success.  More  will  be  said  on  this  subject  in  a  later 
report.

Boston,  Dec.  13,  1883. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Industrial  Temporary 
Home  beg  leave  to  report.  The  affairs  of  the  4  4  Home  ”  appear 
to  be  in  a  very  prosperous  condition,  the  business  having 
steadily  increased  during  the  year,  and  the  facilities  for 
usefulness  having  considerably  improved.  The  committee  are 
impressed  that  the  religious  and  reformatory  work  ought  to  be 
greatly  enlarged,  and  purpose  to  take  immediate  steps  to  that 
end.  The  industrial  work  is  in  good  condition,  and  needs  to 
be  matched  by  more  vigorous  reformatory  efforts,  in  order 
to  carry  out  the  principal  design  of  the  Institution.  In  other 
directions,  the  committee  regard  the  work  as  very  encourag. 
ing.
